I WANTED TO HELP HIS MOTHER 


Three Miners Shot by an Indian 


Chief. 


MO.JAVI;, April 12.—N'ewa of a triple 


murder committed b'riiJay night at 1'an- 
nmiut mining camp, 120 miles east of 
Mojavo, by an old Indian chief, known 
aa I'ttiiainint Tom, reached here today. 
Hia victime are William Lan^don of 
Tulare, Julea Goldsmith of Sun Fran- 
cioco und Frank Rood, residence un- 


The men had had trouble with tho In- 


dian over the transfer of some mining 
property in which the Indian fancied he 
had been cheated. On Friday evening 
abortly after duak Panarniut Tora, in 
the manner peculiar to hia race.aneaked 
unawares upon bis victims, shooting all 
throe of them before they had an op- 
portunity to delejd themselves. 


Lanftdon was instantly killed, but as 


Goldnmith and Reed were only mor- 
tally wouned, the Indian clubbed them 
to death with the butt end of his gun. 
He left the scane of the tranedy on (oot, 
closely porflutd by aeveral miners, bent 
npon lynching tho murderer, and after 
a hard run ol fifteen milea he surren- 
dered himself to Frank Montgomery of 
LOB Angeles, into whoae camp he ran 
for safety.
